Visit Begins 
With Triduum 


\At Cathedral 


Pilgrimage Scheduled 
For Twenty-Nine Stops 
In Fourteen Cities 


Fort Wayne—The famed Pilgrim 
Virgin statue of Our Lady of Fat- 
ima will be brought to the Diocese 
of Fort Wayne on March 12, and 
after a Triduum at the Cathedral, 
will be taken on pilgrimage 
through the diocese until April 3. 

America’s Pilgrim Virgin is one 
of the *two images blessed for 
similar pilgrimages by the Bishop 
of Fatima in 1947 at the great 
Shrine in the Cova de Iria in Port- 
ugal. Both are hand carved from 
Brazilian cedarwood by Thedim, 
famed Portuguese sculptor who de- 
signed the original statue now at 
the Fatima Basilica. 


The statue, which will be brought 
to the Diocese, was blessed in the 
presence of more than 200,000 pil- 
grims on October 13, 1947, the 30th 
anniversary of the great Miracle 
of the Sun. It was then flown to 
the United States, taken by auto- 
mobile to Ottawa, Canada, where 
on October 19 it was crowned 
officially by the Archbishop and 
dispatched on its long journey 
through Canada and the United 
States. 

It is estimated that more than 
three million Americans have heard 
the message of Fatima in the first 
year of this Fatima pilgrimage in 


1250 towns and cities in 20 different 


states. 


- Accompanying the statue, which 

is transported by automobile, is the 
Right Reverend William C. Me- 
Grath, of the Scarboro Foreign 
Mission Society, Toronto, Canada, 
who has been with the pilgrimage 
since its beginning in Ottawa Qc- 
tober 19, 1947. 

The purpose of the pilgrimage 
is to invite millions of people to 
join a Crusade of prayer and 
reparation for the conversion of 
Russia and for world peace, as 
promised by Our Blessed Mother 
at Fatima in 1917. Six times, from 
May to October, 1917, she appeared 
to three little shepherd children, 
Lucey, Francis and Jacinta, and 
gave to them for the world a 
“Peace Plan from Heayen.” The 
Blessed Virgin told them that war 
was a punishment from God for 
‘sin; that men must cease offending 
her Divine Son, already too griev- 
ously offended. Outlining in detail 
the nature of the prayer and repar- 
ation she requested, Our Blessed 
Lady told the children that if her 
requests were heard Russia would 
be converted and there would be 
peace; if not, another and more 
terrible war (World War II) would 
break out during the Pontificate 
of Pope Pius XI; different nations 
would be destroyed; the faithful 
would become martyrs; the Holy 
Father would suffer much and 
Russia would spread her errors 
throughout the entire world.

Nhat Do Members 
Of The AFL Think

At its meeting at Miami the A. F. of L. reiterated its 
stand against the recognition of General Franco of Spain 
on the theory that “he is a dictator.” 


Any reflecting person must recognize that it was neces- 
sary to have a dictator in Spain fo'lowing the chaos which 
came in the wake of the civil war. In our own country, when 
we were in the heart of the industrial depression, Franklin 
D. Roosevelt, elected to his first term of cffice, was immedi- 
ately given’dictatorial powers by Congress. 


Franco is only a nominal dictator today, as every honest 
person who has visited Spain in receut years will testify. A 
majority of the people want him in office during the time 
their country is striving to rehabilitate itself without any 
outside aid, even under the Marshal Plan. 


But how about Stalin, the Dictator? We have never 
heard that the A. F. of L. or the C. I. O has demanded that 
our State Department withdraw dimomatic relations from 
Russia. . 


How about Tito, the dictator who not cnly lords it over 
all of his own people and persecutes religion, but has, so 
many times, insulted the United States? 


Isn’t John L. Lewis a dictator? 


We doubt whether Catholics in the A. F. of L—and 
they must constitute about one-half the total membership 
—are in agreement with the few officers of that organization 
who take it upon themselves to pass such resolutions. Why 
do we believe that Catholics constitute one-half of the mem- 
bership of the A. F. of L.? Because they are an urban people 
and live where the Trade Unions predominate.

strike a Latin as monstrously 
illogical .. . As a matter of fact 
Spain is the only country in 
Europe where Christianity and 
Communism fought it out and 
Christianity was wholly victor- 
ious.” 


Americans have simply been in- 
doctrinated against Spain both po- 
litically and religiously. 


Instead of aiding other dictators, 
as has been charged against him. 
General Franco actually aided our 
country against them. Dr. Richard 
Pattee, specialist on Latin affairs, 
who spent many months in Spain 
studying its attitude: during the 
civil war and since, wrote recently: 
“Spain is perhaps the only country 
in all Europe that did not comply in 
the least with the racist policy of 
Germany.” 


The World Congress of Jews 
sent a message to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment in November, 1944, in 
which it expressed to the Spaniards 
“our deepest appreciation for the 
aid extended to Jews from the ter- 
ritories under German occupation.” 

Referring to the charge that 
Spain persecutes Protestants Dr. 
Richard Pattee wrote recently: 
“There seems to be no way of con- 
vincing Americans that the Pro- 
testant problem in Spain is liter- 
ally non-existent, and that it has 
constituted one of the most perfect 
examples of the straw man ever 
foisted on an unsuspecting public.” 


Our own managing editor has 
just returned from Spain. He 
found criticism of Franco openly 
expressed, but in no greater degree 
than we find Truman criticized in 
our own country. He was with a 
group of newsmen on a TWA Press 
Flight to Europe, and the newsmen, 
88 in number, were told by Franco 
to remain in Spain as long as they 
liked, to go where they liked, to 
interview whom they liked and to 
send, over Spanish cables, what 
they liked to their papers at home.

Dr. George F. Lull, Secretary and General 
Manager of the American Medical Association, 
recently observed: “The majority of doctors do 
| not belong to the euthanasia movement,” and he 
observed that the oath which doctors take for- 
bids mercy killing. It is called the “Oath of Hip- 
pocrates” and provides that “to please no one will 
I prescribe a deadly drug or give advice which 
may cause his death.” 

The principle behind the prohibition of eu- 
thanasia or mercy killing is that if man is a 
creature of God and has no jurisdiction over 
life and death of fellow creatures, then only the 
Author of life may take it or shorten it.

Mrs. Kelley suggested buying 
the soup bone — a good shin bone 
with plenty of nutritious, blood- 
building marrow—and some ad- 
ditional soup meat, putting it in a 
huge kettle of cold salted water 
and letting it stand, covered, on an 
outside porch all Friday night. By 
Saturday morning the cold salt 
water has drawn the juices from 
the bone and meat, and the water 
is red. Put the kettle on a slow 
fire and let the contents simmer on 
and on for four or five hours. By 
this time the marrow is out of the 
bone and the soup meat is soft 
enough to cut into chunks.
